Tilt! Ball-Durton-Hatch-Hll! resolution has 
received so much publicity that one might 
suppose these senators were the only persons 
who had ndvancctl a posl-war proposal. But 
that is not Iho case. II seems as thouRh 
everybody and his cousins all have post-war 
plans for which they arc ready to light at the 
drop of a hat. 

In the senate alone there arc seven resolu- 
tions dealinB with International post-war 
problems. Outside congress scores of others 
have been advanced. 

As a people we arc Intensely, vitally con- 
cerned with the shape ol the world after 
totalJtJirlan:snJ shaJI have been defeated— 
and we are little less Interested In the shape 
of our own nation. Judftlng from the Internal 
post-war plans now flooding the malls from 
every group financially capable of hiring an 
economist and n publicity man. 

This is all to the good. It demonstrates 
that the public Is wide awake to the lad that 
there are pressing problems to be solved. It 
brings the democratic process to bear upon 
producing solutions. It assures that everj" 
anRle will be explored, every possibility sug- 
gested, every flaw exposed. 

Eventually, out of such frcc-for-aU dis- 
cussion, a consensu,-: will become apparent 
—a majority public opinion arising out of 
the will or the people themselves and not 
usually In the past, imposed from above by 
a few professional thinkers. 

The number and variety of the Ideas offer- 
ed makes it seem doubtful that an>* specific, 
iJclallefl commUmcnt made now would re- 
flect the considered popular will of one or two 
or three years from now. 

The problem of how to create and pre- 
icrve world peace has confounded the best 
minds since Cain killed. Abel. No UtUe group 
of senators, no committee Irom some com^ 
merclal or Industrial organization Is Uke]y to 
pull a final ariswcr out of thin air. 

But, on the other hand, wt never shall 
luccccd. until we try. When peace Ls made, 
we must do whatever seems most Ukelj- to 
prolong It most, Wc want no repclilion of 
Versailles, where an American president 
without popular guidance sold what he could 
not deliver. 

Out of the present chaos of post-war dis^ 
cussion, at least President Roosevelt should 
learn what Is the utmost In Intematlona.! co- 
operation he can promise on behalf of this 
nation. Meanwhile, on with the war.

Cutting Him Down to the Proper Size 




TIIE WAGNER ACT AGAIN 

While It might have the effect of letting 
tha bars down In some respects, we believe 
there Is considerable merit to the proposal by 
John P.' Frey, president ol the AFL metal 
tratles council, that the Wasntc act be sus- 
pended for the duration so the national labor 
relations board could not order collective bar- 
gaining elections. 

Testifying before the Truman investigating 
committee on jurisdictional disputes between 
his unions and the CIO In the west coast 
Kaiser shlpj-ards. Frcy asserted that NLRB 
elections frequently have a disruptive effect 
on morale of workers. 

"It Is most unfortunate to ha\-e two fed- 
eral aBcncies making decisions In the labor 
field dirlng the war." Frey told the com- 
mittee. Presumably, he was referring to the 
KLRB which ccrllllcs unions as the proper 
collective bargaining agencies and the war 
labor board which has Jurisdiction over wape. 
union security and similar disputes between 
management and labor. 

Frey assailed CIO raldliig In the Kaiser 
yards and said the rival organization em- 
ployed Uctlcs which he would term "dis- 
honomble" In peacetime and "reprehensible" 
in wartime. 

Although he represents the union estab- 5^-^ 
llshed In the Kaiser yards and will probably 
be accused of an ulterior motive for that.-r^ h( 
reason, Frey called the turn when he adSed! 
thai he Is willing to enter Into a bonaflde 
no-raldlng agreement with the CIO pro- 
viding the agreement has '"less loopholes 
than the one William Green and Philip Mur- 
ray signed last November." 

There we have U, coming frankly from a 
labor leader himself. Revision or suspension 
of the Wagner act appears to be the only 
logical solution to all this wrangling over 
lyrlsdlcUonal allairs. which is complicated 
all the more by two federal agencies.
